The Order would require all offices of this Agency "except 
Headquarters, Washington, D. C. , and McLean, Virginia" to pro- 
duce documents showing a detailed breakdown of filing systems and 
filing procedures used by each such office for documents related in 
any way to electronic data processing, together with documents 
which would show all personnel who are in charge of the organiza- 
tion, management, and/or maintenance of any files containing 
documents related to electronic data processing.

Order No. 3 would pose special problems for this Agency because 
of its statutory exemption against disclosure of information regarding 
its organization and the identities of its personnel. In that connection 
reference was made to section 6 of the Central Intelligence Agency 
Act of 1949, as amended, 50 U.S.C, I403g which provides: 
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In the interests of the security of the foreign 
intelligence activities of the United States and in order 
further to implement the proviso of section 403(d)(3) 
of this title that the Director of Central Intelligence 
shall be responsible for protecting intelligence sources 
and methods from unauthorised disclosure, the Agency 
shall be exempted from the provisions of section 634 
of Title 5, and the provisions of any other law which 
require the publication or disclosure of the organiza- 
tion, functions, names, official titles, salaries, or 
numbers of personnel employed by the Agency: ....

information concerning this Agency's covert field offices, domestic 
and foreign, it was agreed that no action should be taken with re- 
spect to Pretrial Order No, 3, and also that the exception noted 
above would be construed to include those Headquarters offices 
located elsewhere than in Washington* D. C. and McLean, 

Virginia.
